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Arctic air brings wint

\s extremely cold Arctic air 
reached Southeast Alabama this 
week, area residents went 
searching for their warmest win- 
ter weather attire. 

The winter season is general- 
ly recognized as. being from 
December until March; howev- 
er, the months of January and 
February tend to bring the cold- 
est temperatures of the season to 
Southeast Alabama, 

The early part of the week fol- 
lowed this theory as Tuesday 
night, Jan. 6, was expected to 
bring the coldest temperatures 
of the season thus far. 


John Tallas, director of the - 


Coffee .County Emergency 
Management Agency, said the 
area is just now entering what 
local residents recognize as the 
winter season, and he said it is 


important to remember the four- — 


P’s...pets, pipes, plants and peo- 
ple. 

“If residents remember this 
and take the necessary precau- 
tions ‘to profect the 
everything should be all right,” 
he said, 

Tallas said the best advice for 
dealing with extremely: cold 
temperatures is to stay inside 
‘whenever possible, but for those 
who must go outside, it is 
important to dress in layers. He 
said Jayers help keep a person 
warm better-than wearing one 
thick piece of clothing, and lay- 
ers can be peeled if it begins to 
get too warm. 

When outside during cold 
weather, residents must keep in 
mind the windchill which is the 
calculation of how cold it feels 
outside when the actual temper- 
ature and the speed of the wind 
are combined. 

According to winter weather 
preparedness information, a 
Strong wind combined with a 
temperature of just below freez- 
ing can have the same effect as a 
suill-air temperature about 35 
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four-P’s,-

degrees colder 

In regards to traveling, Tallas 
said it is important to keep gaso 
line tanks near full during cold 
weather, and the fluids in vehi- 
cles should be “winterized” 
During freezing and below tem 
peratures; motorists should also 
be mindful of icy roads 

Other important things to con- 
sider during winter. include 
heaters, propane tanks and 
pipes. 
’ Tallas said residents using 
combustible equipment such as 
kerosene heaters to warm their 
homes should be sure to venti- 
late the home to avoid carbon 
monoxide’ poisoning. He also 
said residents should not wait 
until the-last minute to have 
their propane tanks filled. 

Tallas said it is véry important 
for residents to pay attention to 
pipes during freezing weather. 
He said exposed pipes should be 
wrapped and outside hoses 
should be disconnected. Taking 
these type precautions could 
possibly help prevent water 
from backing up and eventually 


bursting pipes. 


Of course in Southeast 
Alabama, the fluctuation of the 
weather is always something to 
take into consideration. 

Tallas said this week alone 
served as a prime example of 
the constant and quick changes 
the area tends to experience. 

On. Monday, Jan. 5, some 
places in the state set records for 
abnormally warm temperatures 
for this time of year. Then, thé 
Arctic air reached the area and 
immediately changed the weath- 
er from unseasonably warm fo 
the coldest temperatures of the 
season. 

By the end of this week, tem- 
peratures should rise again, but 
Tallas said the national weather 
service. officials in Tallahassee, 
Fla. are’ expecting temperatures 
to drop again by next week. 

“Residents should pay close 
attention to the weather,” he

own region. He says they don’t 
have that luxury now, 

Beddingfield went on to say 
that only four (4%) per cent of 
citizens in this region give 
blood annually, yet 70 per cent 
are eligible to give blood, “This 
is the problem. We have come to 
rely on people outside our 
region to provide blood for our 
local patients,” he said., During 
the winter holidays 20 per cent 
of donors are not available to 
give blood,

Eating right is important in avoiding 


skin cancer

When it comes to preventing 
skin. cancer, eating right may be 
ulmost aS important as° using 
sunscreen and> avoiding pro- 
longed exposure to sunlight-not 
quite as important, but almost 
It also icatacscores what nutri- 
tionisis have been saying for 
years: there are plenty of rea- 
sons for reducing dietary fat 
besides just lowering blood cho- 
lesterol levels and the risk of 
heart disease. , 

Dr. Robert Keith, an Alabama 
Cooperative Extension System 
nutritionist and Auburn 
University professor of nutrition 
und foods, stated that we already 
know about how dietary fat con- 
tributes to obesity, higher blood 
cholesterol levels and heart dis- 
ease risk. He went on to say that 
dietary fat might also.play a role 
in the formation of skin cancers. 

Research has shown, for 
example, that people who con- 
sume a typical American diet of 
around 35 percent fat suffer 
from higher rates of skin cancer. 
On the other hand, those who 
cgnsume considerably less 
dietary fat-around 20 percent of 
their caloric intake-face a lower 
incidence of the disease. 

Keith cited a two-year clini- 
cal trial by Dr, Homer Black, 
professor of Dermatology at 
Baylor College of Medicine in 
Houston. In the course of the 
study, Black studied 115 
patients. with non-melanoma 


types of skin cancer-to see if cul- 
ting their dietary fat. would 
affect the development of addi- 
tional skin cancers. Previous 
research has shown that people 
with skin cancer face a 25-per; 
cent risk of developing a4 second 
malignancy within two years 
after diagnosis. Black’s ‘test, 
however, revealed that patients 
on a low-fat diet developed only 
one third as many tumors as 
those on regular diets. Black 
also found’that eating a balanced 
diet rich in fruits and vegetables 
is extremely beneficial. 

Keith stated that people who 
consume high fruit and veg- 
elable diets and do not concen-

More important even than 
diet as a safeguard against skin 
cancer is the need to avoid 
excessive sunlight exposure. 
When you go out for extended 
periods, you should use plenty 
of sunscreen or wear clothing to 
cover up skin $0 it is nol overex- 
posed, While it is true that the 
body needs a minimal amount of 
sun exposure lo produce vitamin 
D, Keith said it usually only 
requires between 15 and 20 min- 
ules of exposure to obtain the 
right amount.

When left to their own 
devices, people choose a fairly 
constant portion of foods from 
day to day. Volumetrics is based 
on maintaining the usual 
amount of food you eat yet low- 
ering the calories in each portion 
so you can consume fewer calo- 
ries yet feel just as full. 

The National Weight Control 
Registry (NWCr0 studies suc- 
cessful weight control strategies 
of people aged 18 years and 
older who have ‘lost at least 30 
pounds and kept it off for at 
least one year, The average per- 
son listed with NWCR expends: 
about’ 400 calories a day -in 
physical exercise, with walking 
the:most frequently-cited activi- 
ly. ane 


"Health experts “recommend ~

steps/day (abouf 5 miles) on 
most. days for cardiovascular 
health. It’s possible more steps 
may be needed for weight loss. 

The average person gets less 
than 6,000 steps per day. Many 


_ people need to ‘include some 


type of daily walking program 
for about a half-hour to one hour 
to-get to 10,000 steps. If you 
can’t get to 10,000 steps, 
becoming more active than you 
were’ before is still better than 
not being active at all. 

Choosing nutrient-dense 
foods higher in fiber and’ water 
and lower in fat and sugar helps 
you feel full, obtain essential 
nutrients and aid in weight 
loss/mdintenance. Some tips for 
food choices from the various 
food groups include: 


Bread, Cereal, Rice and Pasta. 


Choose those with higher 
fiber and water contents. For 
example, choose whole grain 
bread and cereals. Avoid eating 
lots of dry; low fiber foods that 
are easy to overeat. Such as fry 


crackers, pretzels, etc. Rolls 
gives the example of how five 
tiny pretzels provide 25 calories, 
while for the same calones, you 
could eat a whole medium toma- 
to. 


Fruits and Vegetables. , 

Most fruits and vegetables 
can be eaten in unlimited quan- 
tities as they’re high in water 
and fiber, Just go easy on adding 
fat and sugar. Include a variety 
of forms of fruit, since juices by 
themselves offer very littlé fiber 
and dried fruits have a much ’ 
smaller volume than regular 
fruit, 


Milk, Yogurt and. cheese. 


Choose Jower fat forms. We 


can haye about two glasses of 


skim mifk ‘for ‘the’ safne calories 
as One! glass’ of whole milk: 

Meat, Poultry, Fish Legumes,, 
Eggs and Nuts. 

Choose lower fat forms ‘and 

preparation methods, Enjoy 
small portions of nuts. 
“Soup. Broth- ‘and tomato- 
based soups tend to be lower in 
calories than cream-based ones 
and offer a lot of satiety. 

Beverages, While water-rich 
foods, such as fruits, vegetables 
and soups; will help you feel 
full, watef along doesn’t have 
the same effect. Soft drinks are 
processed differently by the 
body than milk-based drinks 
and drinks with protein. The 
hunger and thirst mechanisms 
are quite separate..A soft drink 
will trigger thirst mechanisms, 


*not hunger mechanisms, and 


udd calories without satisfying 
hunger.. You may end up con- 
suming more total calories that 
if you didn’t take the drink. 

Desserts. Having a piece of 
chocolate at the end of a méal is 
really nota bad strategy. You're 
ulready pretty full and less like- 
ly to overeat and sit down and 
eat the Whole box.

So, what makes people 
happy? Research has some 
interesting answers. 

Does money make ‘people 
happier? Mostly no. When peo- 
ple are so poor that they do not 
have clothes. or enough. to eat, 
more money makes them happi- 
er. After that, more money has 
almost no effect on the amount 
of happiness. Apparently, for 
most of us, happiness is not in 
getting what you want but want- 
ing what you get, 

Suprisingly, age does not 
affect happiness very much, 
Both older and younger people 
may be happy or sad. Though in 
old age, people may have traded 
some joy for contentment. 

But happiness is related to our 
expectations. We compare what 
we have with what we used to 
have or What others have, When 
we think we should have more, 
we are unhappy. 

Men and women are similar 
in their reports of 
happiness...though women are 
more likely to be depressed. 


Oddly, having had sorrow can 
lead to greater happiness. lt 
tielps Us.to appreciate life when 
the sorrow passes. Those who 
have lived in a prisoner of war 
camp are overjoyed by an ordi- 
nary grocery store! 

Being busy makes people 
happy. If you want to feel happy, 
it is better to garden than watch 
TV. It is better to talk. with 
friends than to go power boat- 
ing. 

Family life tends to bring both 
great stresses and. great joys, 
Good friendships increase hap- 
piness, Religious participation 
also seems to predict greater 
happiness. 

The personal qualities that 
make happiness more likely are 
self-esteem, a feeling of person- 
al control, optimism and outgo- 
ingness. Apparently, people who 
look for the good, find it.
